To the editor: 

“No one can write about the 4th of 
July and not devote himself to a 
discussion of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. ... and to the 
courageous men who signed it. 

This great document of 
freedom, this magnificent ‘piece 
reasons for separating ourselves 
from our mother-country; and 
more-important,—it-sets_forth_in 
rich but imperative language the 
fact the liberty is as necessary to 
mankind as the air we breathe. 
~This great document of 
freedom, this magnific ent piece 
of literature, didn’t just happen. 
Men had to bring themselves to 
the point where they were willing 
to separate themselves from a 
familiar political system. 

Men had to conceive a better 
type of government; men had to 
find words to describe their feel- 
ings - words which would convince 
the rest of the world; men had to 
pass and sign the document to give 
it legality; and finally men had to 
die for it to give it reality. Here 
are some of the lesser-known 
signers of our Declaration of 
Independence: 

Roger Sherman of Connecticut 
was an apprentice shoemaker who 
educated himself. He became a 
surveyor and then a lawyer. He 
was on the committee to draft the 
Declaration and provided a solid 
foundation for the talented Jeffer- 
son and the mercurial Franklin. 
His contemporaries referred to his 
high’ intelligence, unswerving 
honesty, stern devotion to duty ... 
and unusual awkwardness. 

During the drafting sessions he 
picked his teeth so noisily that 
Franklin threatened to play the 
harmonica. Jefferson said of him,

Button Gwinnett was a 41-year- 
old planter from Georgia. His 
signature is now the niost widely 
sought by collectors. He did 
nothing notable. He wrote few let- 
ters, he did not use a checkbook, 
and he signed few documents. He 
was killed.a year later in a.duel. 


John t of New Jersey signed 
at 65. owned several flour and ~ 
grist mills, all of which were 


destroyed in the war. He died in 
poverty at 68. 

His fellow delegate from New 
Jersey was:a distinguished lawyer 
named Francis Hopkinson. He had 
the ability to dash off a poem, a 
tune or a caricature on any occa- 
sion, and often did so at parties. 
He later designed the so-called 
BetsyRoss Flag, and became a- 
judge. . 

Francis Lewis of Long Island, 
New York, saw his home burned 
by the British during the Battle of 
Long Island. 

Young Captain Thomas Lynch 
Jr. was elected to replace his 
father, who died after he had voted 
as a delegate from South Carolina. 
He signed the Declaration and 
then went to sea as part of the new 
Navy. He was killed at sea at the 
age of 30. 

Robert Morris of Pennsylvania 
became chairman of the Finance 
Committee —_ in effect, the 
secretary of the Treasury. He was 
called the ‘banker to the con- 
gress.” He arranged'the financing 
of the Revolution — even using his 
own money when necessary. After 
the war he tried to restore his for- 
tune by speculation in western 
lands; but went broke. He spent 
3% years in debtor’s prison before 
belie declared a bankrupt. His 
wife had a small annuity and she 
supported him in his final years. 

Thomas Nelson Jr. of Virginia 
left Congress to become comman- 
ding general of the Virginia 
Militia. He was with Washington 
at Yorktown. When he found that

quarters, he personally commend- 
ed the American Artillery that 
destroyed it. At the end of the war 
he sold the rest of his estate to pay 
his troops.

Richard Stockton of New Jersey 

was arrested solely for the crime 
of signing. He was confined in the 
prisan _in_ New. York 
\where he-died a year later at the 
age of 51. 

George, Wythe of Virginia was 
the most learned lawyer inthe cel- 
onies. He was the first professor of 
law at the University of William 
and Mary. His pupils included 
Thomas Jefferson, James 
Monroe, Henry Clay and John 
Marshall. He outlived the rest of 
his family until a grandnephew 
was his only heir. The nephew 
tried to speed things up by putting i 
arsenic in his coffee. Old George q 
lived long enough to disinherit his ‘i 
grandnephew. 

The oldest survivor was Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton, Maryland. 
The. only Roman Catholic who 
signed, he was independently 
wealthy to start with, and he got 
richer every day. In addition *to 
*holding an estate of 10,000 acres. of 
prime Maryland land, he investéd 
wisely in hundreds of ventures, 
among which were the Erie Canal 
and Fulton’s Steam Boat. He lived 
on into the age of railroads, in 
which he also invested, When, he 
died in 1832 at the age of 95, he was 
the wealthiest man in America- 


Most of the signers survived the 
war and many held prominent 
positions during-the rest of their 
lives. 2 

Two became presidents, and 
several became state governors. 
Others were judges, both state ahd 
federal, and—held—other high 
offices. 

They pledged to each other 
“their lives, their fortunes and 
their sacred honor.’’ Some of them 
gave their lives, a number of them 
lost their fortunes, but none lost 
his,“‘sacred honor.”” ss 

They passed on to us a country 
governed ‘by consent of the

THE LAW AND YOU 


Sometimes individuals contact this office and 
indicate that they fell on a slippery floor at a 
business establishment. People who have been 
injured in this situation wonder whether they can 
recover damages from the store owner based on 
negligence. 

Various-illinois_cases have decided that the 
mere waxing or oiling of a flgor_ does not 
necessarily constitute negligence onthe part of 
the business owner. In order to demonstrate 


- negligence, the evidence wil! have to show that 


the waxing or oiling was not properly performed. 
Illinois Courts, in discussing the waxing or 
treating of floors by business establishments, 
have decided that a store owner may treat his 
floor with wax or ail in the customary manner 
without incurring liability unless he is shown to 
be negligent in the materials he used or the man- 
ner of applying the substances. 

What this means‘s that testimony that a floor 
is slick, slippery, or-polished is insufficient in 
and-of itself to establish negligence. A recent 
case involved an individual who fell at a race 
track and injured his back. The plaintiff in this 
case fell on a freshly painted floor that had.a 
“high gloss” finish. Apparently the property

owner had applied a fresh coat of paint to a con- 
crete floor, and the injured party testified that he 
felt as if he had stepped on a “sheet of glass or 
an ice rink." 

At the close of the plaintiff's case, the trial 
court granted a motion for directed verdict. This 
meant that the plaintiff was not even able to get 
his case to the jury. The Appellate Court held 
that this action was proper since the only 
evidence. concerning the issue of the defen 
dant’s’ negligence was the testimony that the 
floor was slippery. The plaintiff in, this case 
presented no evidence that the type of paint us- 
ed was improper or that the race track was 
negligent in its selection of paint 


What evidence will be required to establish 
negligence with regard to a fall_on a slippery 
floor? One Appellate Court in a 1967 case listed 
some positive acts of a defendant which might 
give rise to negligence in a case involving &slick 
floor. The Court noted that-using an excessive 
amount of wax, applying it unevenly, or treating 
part of a floor with wax and leaving another part 
untreated would be acts which could be con- 
strued as negligence.
